that has put him on crutches, 
was reported “improving” Friday 


after several dips in a heated 
salt-water pool. 


The chief executive was 
cheered by hundreds of get-well 
telegrams, including one from his 
wife who is in Europe. 


Kennedy also received a mes- 
sage of regret from Canadian 
Prime Minister John G. Diefen- 
baker. The President inujred his 
back May 16 while on a visit to 
Canada. 


ON WOODEN CRUTCHES 


Kennedy used a_ set of old 
wooden crutches to move around 
the ocean-front villa where he is 
staying here. 


Associate Press secretary An- 
drew T. Hatcher said Kennedy 
to use the crutches until 
he flies back to Washington Sun- 
day night. He would not specu- 
late whether Kennedy would con- 
tinue to use them after his re- 
turn to the capital. 


Hatcher said Kennedy’s physi- 


cian, Dr. Janet Travell, was 
“confident that the President's 
condition is improving.”’ Asked 


if this meant Kennedy was suf- 
fering less discomfort, Hatcher 
replied, ‘“That’s correct.”’ 


TAKES EXERCISES 


Kennedy used the crutches to 
go about 20 yards from the man- 
sion to the heated salt-water swim- 
ming pool of the ocean-front villa 
where he is spending a long week- 
end. 


Under the eye of Dr. Travell, 
Kennedy exercised in the Olympic- 
size pool for more than an hour 
and 15 minutes, then consulted 
with her on other steps to take in 
treating his three-week-old case 
of back strain.

(UPI)—Negro 
attorneys filed suit in Jackson 
Friday to stop the arrest of 
“freedom riders’ under Missis- 
sippi segregation laws. The Jus- 
tice department, meanwhile, went 
to the legal aid of the riders in 
Alabama, 


The suit was filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court here just a few hours 
after local officials stepped in 
and arrested another group of 
five riders that arrived in Jack- 
son by train from Nashville, 
Tenn., and attempted to use seg- 
regated facilities, 


9% JAILED 


A total of 98 “freedom riders”’ 
have been jailed in Mississippi's 
capital city since May 24. 


Friday's riders were convicted 
of breach of the peace in a 10- 
minute trial in municipal court. 
They were given the maximum 
penalty: $200 fines and four 
months in jail. 


A Congress of Racial Equality 
spokesman in Atlanta said, mean- 
while, that the movement was 
gaining momentum and new rides 
were being organized in Nash- 
ville, New Orleans, St. Louis, 
Memphis and Atlanta. 


The Jackson suit was filed by 
Thurgood Marshall, chief coun-

The requested foreign aid fund 
of $4.8 billions for fiscal 1962, a 
rise of $800 millions from Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s request for fis- 
cal 1961, will have to surmount 
tremendous obstacles. if Congress 
is substantially to approve it. 
These obstacles have been created 
by the following conditions: 

The great unpopularity with the 
voters in many congressional con- 
stituencies of the foreign aid pro- 
gram, making its championship a 
hazard to re-election. The appar- 
ently widespread conviction in the 
country that, without new and 
more painful price inflation, the 
economy cannot furnish $7.3 bil- 
lions more for foreign aid, and 
also finance the increased domes- 
tic spending for welfare measures 
urged by the President, plus the 
proposed vast outflow of other 
billions for space exploration and 
strengthened military defense. 
Growing support among the people 
for those members of Congress 
and publicists who are demand- 
ing that the President choose a 
precise list of priorities, leaving 
the remainder, including a man 
moon-landing at a cost of $20 to 
$40 billions, for later and more 
gradual attainment. 

The answers made by Cabinet 
witnesses thus far to questions 
these attitudes inspired do not 


seem to have been very persua- 
sive. 
Sen. Fulbright, long a staunch 


defender of the concept which the . 


United States has spent more than 
$45 billions since 1946 in promot- 
ing, furnished the reason when he 
observed to Rusk a week ago that 
“events of the past year have 
cast serious doubts” on its effec- 
tiveness. And he would have had 
a sound basis for reaching farther 
back into the record. 

The apparent strength of the 
congressional resistance suggests 
that the President’s chances of 
overcoming it depend on _ the 
skills, political and otherwise, 
with which he uses his tools of 
persuasion, since the tools them- 
selves are merely reconditioned 
old ones. The kit includes a new 
and consolidated agency, reori- 
ented on the principle of Truman’s 
Point Four, and “strings” on the 
money to prevent its further em- 
ployment to enrich the rich, but- 
tress dictators, be wasted by the 
lazy and incompetent and stolen 
by the corrupt. 

But can he also convince Con- 
gress that, even in these circum- 
stances, the attainable goal is 
‘“‘societies of backward countries 
made so strong that only outside 
invasion (which can be stopped) 
can topple them?’”’

First Khrushchév wanted the 
President to accept the Soviet 
right to control the territories it 
won during and after World War 
I. 

Second, he wanted a commit- 
ment by the President not to in- 
terfere with the revolutionary 
processes of change now taking 
place in the non-Communist 
world. 

Third, he wanted Kennedy to 
agree to a system whereby the 
United Nations or any other in- 
ternational grouping of nations 
would not interfere with these 
revolutionary situations or any 
other international dispute without 
the consent of the Communist 
world. 

Finally, he wanted the disman- 
tlement of all Western military 
bases and armed forces so as to 
assure that nobody would have 
the power to interfere with this 
gradual, and as he believes, in- 
evitable process toward the com- 
munization of the uncommitted 


these extraordinary demands. was 
equally clear. It was that there is 
now a “natural’’ process in the 


Khrushchev’s insistence on a 
Soviet veto over international ac- 
tion was especially revealing. He 
seemed quite confident that So- 
viet power could handle any at- 
tempt by the United States or 
any other sovereign nation to in- 
tervene effectively in Germany or 
Laos or Africa, but he seemed a 
little worrie d about international 
intervention through the United 
Nations or any other grouping of 
nations. 

His reasons for this were also 
clear enough. Under his concept 
of the status quo, there are a 
number of struggles going on in 
the world in such places as Laos 
and Cuba. In these countries the 
Communists have their own dis- 
ciplined forces and indigenous 
converts fighting to gain or main- 


tain control of the countries con- 


cerned. : 


Thus, in Khrushchev’s terms 
these are “internal” struggles 
which will (of course with secret 
support from Moscow or Peiping) 
inevitably be won by the Commu- 
nists unless the United States or 
the United Nations or some other 
international coalition intervenes. 

This is why he insisted that no 
international action could be taken 
in Laos, for example, unless there 
was a triple veto: One for the 
Communists, one for the West, 


and one for the neutral nations.

Fulton Juvenile Judge W. W. 
Woolfolk said Atlanta has experi- 
enced 30 per cent increase in 
“pure delinquency”’ crimes in the 
first four months of this year 
over last year. 


He attributed the increase to 
a seemingly increase of ‘unrest 
. . . More emotionally disturbed 
children...” 


Judge Woolfolk said the com- 
mittee could provide valuable 
help to Georgia by making a 
study to find out how many 
children and adults who are 
placed on probation again wind 
up in custody—and why. 


He said right now no one knows 
even the exact number of chil- 
dren who are in custody. 


Travis Stewart, head of the 
state’s probation department, said 
the five-year-old program super- 
vises over 10,000 persons—about 


the same number of persons in | 


prison. Without it, the state would 
have between 17,000 and 18,000 in 
its prisons, he said. 


“It costs in Georgia $45 a year 
to keep a man on probation and 
$7,000 to keep him in prison,’’ he 
commented. 


Stewart said the state's 45 pro- 
bation officers have an average 
workload of 220 cases. 


Judge Woolfolk said later with 
such a workload ‘‘we’re just fool- 
ing ourselves if we think we have 
a probation system.” 


‘Probation is the answer to 
overcrowding of prisons,’’ he con- 
tinued, but it does little good to 


turn loose a criminal and hope.

GREATEST PROBLEM 


The Survey Committee of the 
conference pointed out Friday 
that 28.9 per cent of the min- 
isters of the South Georgia Con- 
ference say the greatest prob- 
lem they face today is insuffi- 
cient church organization and 
lack of lay participation and 
leadership. 


This information has been 
gained as part of a state-wide 
survey program of Methodism 

_which will be completed by the 
fall. 


Preliminary figures of the sur- 
vey also revealed that two-thirds 
of the ministers of the South 
Georgia Conference are under 


45 years and that 30 per cent of 
them have a college education. 


NEED FOR IMPROVEMENT 


Following the report of the 
survey committee, which re- 
vealed that the Methodist Church 
at its present growth is not keep- 
ing up with the population 
growth, Bishop John Owen Smith 
told the conference: ‘These 
surveys bother me very much. 
Everyone of them shows a need 
for improvement.’ 


The presiding bishop pointed 
out that there is a tremendous 
potential not being used by the 
church. ‘“‘Twenty-nine per cent 
of our people are doing the 
work of the church. There are 
tremendous financial resources 
untouched. They say we are 
about to become — percentage 
wise — the wealthiest church 
across the nation.”’ 


He urged the ministers and 
laymen not to throw these sur- 
veys in the trash can but to 


put therm to use. The survey of 
Methodism in Georgia is ex- 
pected to cost the South Georgia 
Conference alone $8,000. 


TO MOVE JUNE 15 


Ministers who received new 
pastorates at the conference 
will move June 15. An invitation 
was not extended to the con- 
ference from a church to host 
the 97th annual conference next 
June so the matter was turned 
over to the bishop and his cabi- 
net to decide on a meeting 
place. 


During the five-day meeting 
here at St. Luke Church, the 
conference voted to move the 
offices of the Board of Evangel- 
ism-Missions and Board of Edu- 
cation from Macon to Epworth- 
by-the-Sea, St. Simons.

CHANGE NOT EASY

a person to take the step I've 
taken, he has to be 100 per cent 


sincere or 100 per cent mad,’ 


Carmel said in an interview. 


Orthodox Judaism discourages 
converts, and Carmel was re- 
buffed for four years before be- 
ing accepted. Relatives snubbed 
him. He still respects the church 
he left, still misses the human 
service of the priesthood. 


“The priest has an opportunity 
of living 24 hours a day for 
people,” he said. ‘There is no 
substitute gle that on the human 
level. 


PRIEST 7 YEARS 


‘‘But the fullness of Jewish life, 
the complete unity and peace 
within and the freedom from any 
internal conflict renders this great 
loss not only possible, but com- 
pensates for it.” 


Carmel, 50, a genial, scholarly 
man with dark hair and horn- 
rimmed spectacles, spent seven 
years as a priest, mostly at a 
Stirling, Scotland, parish, before 
his conversion. 


He is now in this country on a 
lecture tour, before Jewish 
groups, under auspices of the Na- 
tional Jewish Welfare Board and 
the private foundation which pub- 
lished his autobiographical ac- 
count,. ‘So Strange My Path.”

“Anyone who comes to me and 
says that Catholics worship im- 
ages, I’m the first to set them 
straight. I defend the church on 
these points, because I know. I’ve 
never criticized the church since 
my painful wrench from those 
people to whom I was attached, 
and for whom I have very person- 
al, very deep affections.” 


Then why the break? He said 
it was his gradual, growing doubt, 
born of much study and medita- 
tion, about the doctrine of God’s 
incarnation as Jesus, and about 
God’s physical presence, as 
Christ’s body, in the bread and 
wine of Holy Communion, 


WITH DIFFICULTY 


“T found it increasingly difficult 
to administer the sacraments,” 
he said. ‘‘Once one doubted the 
Incarnation, the whole corner- 
stone was shaken and the whole 
structure collapsed. Eventually, | 
just couldn’t swallow it anymore.”’ 


Asked if it wasn’t logical for a 
wise God to reveal himself to 
man on man’s level so man could 
understand, Carmel said he felt 
it “unfitting and illogical’ for an 
infinite God to take on ‘‘the lim- 
itations of human flesh.’’ 


“He would cease to be perfect 
if modified in any way,” he said. 
“It’s an unworthy conception of 
an omnipotent God, and not much 
of a compliment to man’s own 
capacity. 

HONORED WITH DIGNITY 

“Judaism is very optimistic 
about man’s ability to... receive 
revelation without God having to 
become one of his own creatures. 
Man was honored with a dignity

ADMITTED IN 1953 


In 1950, Carmel ceased his 
priestly functions. Theoretically, 
he still has a priest’s powers, but 
is not permitted to use them. Aft- 
er four years delay, Britain's 
Jewish ecclesiastical court, the 
Beth Din, in 1953 admitted him 
to Judaism. 


“This doesn’t necessarily mean 
I’m accepted in Jewish society,” 
he said. “There was a long pe- 
riod of cynicism and skepticism. 
But thank God, that is beginning 
to ease up. I've still got a long 
ways to go, however, before I'm 
considered ‘kosher.’ I’ve still got 
to go on proving I’m a Jew to 
every Jew | meet.”

COLUMBUS—Cobby Ware, Gene Dahlbender Jr., 
and a putting wizard from Alabama named Harold 
Wesley topped Columbus’ “Big Three” Friday in the 
exciting Southeastern Amateur Golf Tournament.

He outlasted med- 
alist George (Sonny) Swift, 2 and 
1, and became the sensation of 
these rolling fairways. 


The day’s rugged double round 
cut the field to eight and two 
more rounds Saturday will set 
the stage for Sunday’s 36-hole 
championship match. 


Others who made the quar- 
terfinals were Howell Fraser 
of Panama City, Fla., a finalist 
last year; Tommy Malone of 
Macon; Eddie Sams of Athens; 
and a couple of surprising Co- 
lumbus players, Bryan Rust 
and Bill Zimmerman. 


Despite the survival of Rust and 
Zimmerman, it was an extremely 
rough day for Columbus players. 
In all, 15 were eliminated in the 
double round. 


The first round, played in the 
morning, offered few surprises. 
Only Ware among the favorites 
had a tough time of it. He had 
to go 19 holes before downing his 
old University of Georgia buddy, 
Al Bell Jr. Cobby won this air- 
tight match with a birdie on the 
par five 19th.

Even If Grades Aren’t in the ‘A’ Spot 


With college admissions at a 
premium, it’s the total poten- 
tial that counts. So for the 
teen-ager with somewhat low 
grades, there are still high 
hopes for a college career. 


“There are really few- col- 
leges today that admit only 
all ‘A’ students,” observed 
William S. Patrick, dean of ad- 
missions, Georgia State Col- 
lege of Business Administra- 
tion. “But more and more stu- 
dents are turning in high col- 
lege board scores. With the 
increase in college applicants 
during the 1960s, admissions 
directors are having to base 
their decisions on other fac- 
tors.” 


These other factors include 
personal qualifications—matur- 
ity, attitude, even family back- 
ground. 


So maybe a student’s high 
school grades haven’t been A’s 
and high B’s—perhaps he 
goofed off just a little during 
an activities - crowded semes- 
ter, or his retentive power was 
not quite up to par. The time 
devoted to meetings of the stu- 
dent council, service club, band, 
debate team and the like was 
definitely not wasted. Partici- 
pation in such activities, plus 
the student’s personality and 
family background all stack 
up toward his future success 
as a member of the college 
campus clan. 

THEY SNOOP 

The seeming ‘‘snoopiness’’ 
of college admissions staffers 
into high school graduates’ per- 
sonal affairs might range from 
eating habits at the cafeteria 
and teen-parent relationships _ 
at home. It’s all aimed at help-— 
ing the prospective college stu- 
dent channel his talents ‘o- 
ward the most beneficial field. 


For instance: 


If your capabilities lie in 
non-academic fields, you are 
less likely to shine academical- 
ly on the college level. Ques- 
tionaires filled out along with

school counselor said, “the

college is never easy, even for 
the student who maintains a 
high scholastic average. The 
transition actually begins BE- 
FORE he graduates from high 
school.” 


The counselor added that, if 
a youth is to get the most out 
of his years at college, he 
should start paving the way 
while he is still in high school. 


“The future success of to- 
day’s high school juniors and 
seniors depends on what they 
are doing now,” he continued. 
“It is a little late for next 
fall’s college freshmen to be- 
gin mending any careless ways 
they may have developed in 
high school. But it is not an 
impossible task. An earlier start 
toward preparing for college 


is advisable for most students.” 


BAD HABITS 


The counselor cited “bad 
study habits” as a major ob- 
stacle to overcome for ¢asier 
transition from high school to 
the college level. 


“The earlier good study hab- 
its are developed, the better,” 
he declared. “If a high school 
junior hates to settle down to 
study, there’s big trouble 
ahead.”” 


The faculty member pointed 
out that high school students 
are ‘“‘most fortunate” if they 
really know what they plan to 
major in at college. But, time- 
wise, they should allow some 
margin for a change of inter- 
est. A student may enter col- 


lege with a hankering to con- 
centrate on law. After two years 
of pre-professional _ training, 
however, he may decide upon 
another field. 


“There is a high percentage 
of students who change their 
majors after as much as two 
years of college,’’ the counselor 
said. ‘“‘That makes a good, all- 
round high school background 
essential to college success.” 


He added that youths shou!d 
seek the advice of their high 
school counselor when faced 
with problems. 


“Part of a counselor’s job,” 
he explained, “is serving as a 
sounding board for the stu- 
dent’s worries about his aca- 
demic future.”"—BETTY CAR-

SEEKING ADVENTURE? 


There’s More Than Thrills and Fun 
In That Ride on the Roller Coaster 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 


It may be kid stuff, but At- 
lanta teen-agers just love to be 
scared to death! Provided the 
fear is limited to the chill ’n’ 
thrill of amusement park rides. 


Whether they know it or not, 
there’s more than fun involved. 


A nationally knewn psycholo- 
gist recently probed the psycho- 
logical implications of thrill 
rides in a report to the Na- 
Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks, Pools and Beaches. 
He thinks he knows the whys- 
and-wherefores of the lure of 
the roller coaster. 


“The ride whirling danger- 
ously along beyond the rider's 
control,” he opines, ‘‘seems to 
duplicate people’s feelings about 
their own lives, the dominant 
factors that are beyond the in- 
dividual’s control.” 


“The outcome of the world’s 


summed it up eloquently: 

“Nuts,” he said. “I don’t 
even know what that guy’s talk- 
ing about. When I buy a ticket 
for one of the rides at the fair, 
I’m not even thinking about 
fate, or dominant factors in my 
life. The only thing that wor- 
ries me is if the ride is gonna 
be worth the price of the 
ticket.” 


This youth usually takes a 
girl along on the rides. 


“They pretend to be scared,” 
he admitted. ‘But they like it 
‘cause it’s fun.” 


One such girl said the ride 
“took my breath away” and 
was punctuated with screams 
and yells. But she insisted she 
screamed only because every- 
one else did. 


“That's just part of the fun,” 
the girl declared. 
OTHER FACTORS 

That’s also partly in line with 
a psychologist’s views, that two 
other factors—release 


Romantically, the rides throw 
people against each other, into 
each other’s arms. And that, 
too, is socially acceptable. 


One Atlanta teen-ager be- 
lieves that the louder the 
screams, the lesser the real 
fear. It’s an opinion based on 
her own experience: “I was so 
scared I couldn’t make a sound. 
My first ride was also my last 
one.”’ 


A consulting psychologist 
pointed out that thrill riders 
include many people who “feel 
impelled to test themselves; 
people who, for example, are 
afraid of heights, but need to 
keep on braving them.” He 
thinks the satisfaction such folks 
get from a high ride “is akin 
to biting down on a sore tooth 
—it feels so good when you 
stop.” 


This is something most teen- 
agers consulted in the Atlanta 
area have never given a thought 
to. 


“T think the first time I rode 
the roller-coaster,”” one youth 
recalled, “it was ‘cause the 
other fellows I was with want- 
ed to. It wasn’t my idea, but 
I can't remember being scared 
to ride. I just went along. It 
was fun, too.” 


“Scared?”” mused

going down hill on a bike.”
